A psychiologist i8 a0 person whe stures at
vou keenly and blurts unexpected questions
and tests vour nerve pefloxes and looks, or
thinks he hmk:-_ to the very bottom of vir
subconsvious mind,  To make o hit with the
Personality Plusser, one had 1o hrecze
swiftly into his ofice, fush a bundred-can-
dle-power smile of confidenee, ndminister the
iron handeclasp, talk in short, smart sen-
tences, wear arrow-collar clothes und, shove
all, maintain an aggressive manner in what
was blithely advertised as a Contlict of Wilis,

Natural modesty was inevitably fatal in
surh contacts with folk who caused a good
many business men to believe that the shape
of a man's head or the color of lis eyes or
some peculine detail of his ancestral history
revealed sycl capacities as he had for solling,
let us say. hardware,

Find Henry Ford op tha wistful
that was Thomas Edison applied for a job
to a DPersonality Plusser he [Irullr\h]_\‘ would
have turned away.

The young men with Personallty Plus
were for a time the darlings of the busi-
nese-officloney experts.

They have been
figuring too conspleuously in that pecullar
group which lives in the belief that the one
fmportant thing in life ls to get the money.

Business men are pretty . dibernl-minded.
They will try alwost unything onee, Dut
they have come to realize that the quali-
tles of mind which a particular man may
bring to a particular job are of secondary
{mmportance in a final analysis,

What a man does with his talents {s the
thing that matters. And no efficlency test
is adequate to determine the (degree of a
man's honesty or the nature of his secret
purposes in life,

““The scientific control of coadyet,’* ob-
s@ves Prof. J. McKeen Cattell, formerly
of Columbla University and now presilent
of the Incorporated psyehologlsts, “‘may be-
come of greater economic importance than
the use of electricity or steel.”

That sounds tall. Tet 1t pass. Whnat
we should llke to know s what I1s to be-
come of the supposedly divine right of human
beings to control thelr own Impulses, What
dark and dismal state of life are these
professional quick-thinkers thinking of?
Is existence to be formalized beyond all
toleration or endurance?

It 1sn't. The drift now 18 the nther way,
even if they have not heen aware of it in
some of the universitics. It was the late
Dr. Hugo Muensterburg who, as a member
of the Harvard faculty, sought first to apply
psychologleal principles to commerce and
invented a Lie Detector that never detected
any lle and left behind him a memory of
pure Germanism gone slightly mad.

Psychology has never mixed well with
business. And the reasons for its failure
ought to be clear to any psychologist worth
his ealt, He, better than any one else,
ought to know that a man s never quite
himself when he is Lunting a job. He s
not on even ground with the bland and well-
fed expert In psychology who pops sharp
questions at him about the relativity of stars
or the eolor of Lis grandmother's hair and,
pechips, straps queer devires on il to
test his blood pressure.

Under such elreumstances any man with
normal self-respect {s likely to be a4t a
loss—even {f he hasn't a hunger-complex
to make him hesitate and stammer.

The way to know whether u wun is fit
for a job 18 to glve him un opportunity to
work with & calm mind. Henry Ford was
wiser than any of these college professors
when he said that every man is good fop
something and that the way to know what he
fs good for is to let him work und wateh
him as he goes along.

A really gond man hasn't got It {n his
heart to bIuff. His own personality {s
enough for him., Hes wouldn't have it
plussed, even If he could, by any system of
claptrap devised by people who lLave been
making money by the commercialization of
a principle of selence which no one is able
yet fully to understand.

If you belteve Dr. Nicholas Murray But.
ler, much !s fundamentully wrong with the
whole educational system in the United
States, The members of the I'sycliology
Corporation will be lucky if some business
man or other doesn't msk them why they
didn't try their efficlency wystemn on the
universities,

It 18 wholly unnecessury to eay that he
reeeived short shrift in his quest for pro-

R. CHARLES H. LA WALL, eminent

analytieal chemist and dean of the
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy and Sel-
ence, anawers two interesting questions in
his charncteristically direct and vigorous
manner. They nre:

Do druggists necd a new code of ethics?

In the profession of pharmacist being de-
{nﬂrgllsod by the operation of the Velstead
aw ?

Awx n preliminary, Dr. La Wall informed
me that strepuons efforts huve been amd nre
being wade to protect the pharmacentival
profession against the temptations thrown
in its way sinee the enpetment of the Vol-
stend lnw,

*"There ix need for a new code of ethies
for thy pharmucentienl proafession,'' he snid.

“The subject has been digseuesed for years,
but conditions surrounding the enforcement
of the Volstead lnw nre rendering such a
courge abrolutely imperative.’"

R. LA WALL read a paper before the
American  Pharmaceutical Assoclation
at {ts lnst meeting in New Orleans in which
hn outlined n code for adoption by present-

“It ix not improbable,"" sald Dean I

“This wonld cnable the college authori-
ties to deteer Infractions of this code 8t any
period before graduation, and make it pos-
kible for them to act accordingly,

“In the second place It is not Improbable
that the institution will Nmit the nomber
of students and size.of claskes,

trPH.-um.u'l-:m'lmr. assoclations are

determined to malntaln the digoity of
the profession. For that reason they are
using every effort to drive out of their ranks
those guilty of violating the rules by yielding
to the temptations that are offered by un-
serupulous and mercenary persons and firns
who engage in the liquor trafic under the
gulse of operating drug stores,”

“While the present code of ethics, to
which students must subscribe, expressly
condemns the sule or dispensation of liquors,
stimulunts, oplates or’ Injurious drugs, ex-
cept in nccordance with a physleian's pre-
seription, and in o porfectly legitimate man-
ner, changing conditions Jemand a revision
of the code,"

De. Lo Wall suggested as a basls for dis-
cusslon ot the New Orleans national mect-
ing, in the hope of procuring a code of
ethies to meet the requirements of present-
duy conditionx, the following nong a lurge
number of ather suggestions :

“The pharmaelist should not sell or dis-
ense powerful deugs und polsons indlserim-
natingly to persons not properly qualified
to administer or use them, and slhould use
every proper precaution to safeguard the
public from poisous and from all habit-
forming medicines,

*“The phnrmacist, being legally intrusted
with the dispensing and sale of narcotie
drugs and aleoholic lquors, should merit
this responsibility by upholding and econ-
forming to the laws and regulations govern-
ing the distribution of these substunces.'’

HERE are only twenty States in the

Unlon, which require college graduation
as A prerequisite to the practice of phar-
waey.

In the remaining States any one can be-
conie u pharmocist who cap answer satis-
fuctorily the questions of the Examining
Hoard.

Under such circumstances thera is really
no eode of ethics and vothing to prevent the
druggist from turning bis place into a bar.
room if he so elects,

In the final analysis, under the Volstead
Inw, the prescribipg physician is the real
culprit, however.

Me issues the preseription, the druggist
fills it. Of course, if the druggist {s run-
ning n bar behind the prescription counter,
a doctor's prescription {s an unnecessary
adjurtet to hils business,

A story that is vouched for by a promi-
ment physiclan Injects an entirely new
scheme luto the devious ways of the high-
clurs rum-hound and bootlegger,

A eouple of physiciuns in this city who
Issue prescriptions for whisky by the pint
require the drugglst to withhold four ounces
out of each pint, which Is sov aside for the
physiclans, who drop around and collect it
ut froquent futervals.

Neoxt to the home the school is the grentest
factor in the propagation of a fecling for
good musfe, )

“From the very bheglnnings of the art
musle has always been closely ullied to the
church, It was the church that really gave
music its first home and did muech to stimu-
Inte the art in Its extreme Infaney, nnd this
vlose companionship has existed to the pres-
ent day. It Is our intention to foster this
inttmney, which, through mauy centuries,
has madde for the benefit of both the chureh
and the art,

SPherefore the ehnech will be nsked to
do its share during Musle Week, 1t 1s our
intention to usk all the churel ehoirs 10
hold spreinl musle rervices sowe time during
the days allutted to this purpose, and the
clergymen will be asked to prench one gep-
mon on the subject of musle wherever they
find 1t possible to do so,

*“The eo-operation of aull the choral poel.
oties of the vity will also be asked, und we
believe that these organizatlions will cheep-
fully do whut they can to help the cause of
musie, for which they bave done and are
sl doing such splendid service, Much of
the  widesprend  interest in  music  that
existy today is due to the work of the choral
organizations not ouly In trainiug wudiences,
but in the practical part of singing aw well,
Theie aid will be of great value in making
the week successful, and we hope ty haye
several speciul concerts during the week by
these les,

Musie in the Home

“But’' mort of nll, we want to get musle
into the howes of the people of Philade]-
phin. If the musical art I8 to prosper wnd
to tnke its proper place in the hearts of the
people as n whole, t_lu) home must be e
the center of it There Is vot euough of
this in the United States wow, and we Lope
aud belleve that Musie Week presents gn
opportunity for us Lo Elart o moyvewent
whicl, when its cultural und recreationg)
value is once realized by parents und chijl.
dren alike, will keep up indefinitely,

“We want to buve just as muny home
recitals.and little private muslealey as pos-
wible during Musle Week, and there will

probubly he a few prizes awarded for the
best programs rendered in the homes by the
members of the family and friends who are
In the babit of playing or of singing to-
gether,

I ennnot emplinsize this feature of Musie
Week too strongly. If it be possible for ua
to bring musie into the homes the .muak'al
future of the city will be assured, The cul-
tivation of music nt home will lead inevi-
tnbly to tho support of the art when it ls
presented by pru,rrulunal usiclans at pub-
lie concerts, In Musle Week the home is
the goal at which we must alim, with the
school a close second, When musle once
takes its proper position in the home and in
the school there will be no cause to worry
about the mnaintennnce of publie organiza-
tions, either large or swall.

Musle Teachers to Bo Asked

‘“T'he music teachers are also a very im-
portant. factor in our plans as at present
outlined. They will be asked to orgnnize
as many recitals of puplls during the week
ut they ecan and to hold as many contests
a< they think advisuble umong their puplls
during this perlod. Any work which they
mny ‘do for the ndvancement of the are will
not only be a public service, but will re-
dound tu the benetit both of the comiunity
antl of themselves,

“We also plan to have a great public
festival some time during the week in the
Purk, At this we want to have an inunense
mnused chorus made up of all the members
of the chornl orgnnizations of the city and
some community singing by the persons who
attend this feature of the week,

“Those who ure Interested fn musieal
eontests of any kind and musie festivals
originally planned for the spring will be re-
Hll"ﬂ"ll tu postpone thelr activities until the

rst week fn May, so that they may be made
additlonul features of Musle Week, We
caunot have too many activities of any kind
related to musle and its advancement duriug
this period.

The Total Result

Just what the total result of Musie
Week will be upon the community can
hnrdly be estimated at this time, but ns good
minxsie wakos for o stronger and a finer com-
munity feeling, 1t 18 snfe to say that the
effect will be beneficlal not only to musle
und to the fine urts In general, but 1o overy
one of the wany interexts which are ropro-
sented in u greut elty like Philadelphin,
